TERMS  OF  SALE 

All  bidders  must  read  and  abide  by  these  terms.  Not  an  Approval  Sale. 

I.  All  bids  are  entered  as  soon  as  received.  Lots  will  be  sent  to  the  highest 
bidder.  Mail  your  bids  early,  as  thousands  of  bids  have  to  be  entered. 

II.  Please  bid  by  piece,  not  by  the  lot.  No  lot  broken  under  any  circumstances. 
Thus  3  pieces  in  a  lot  and  you  wish  to  bid  $1.50  for  lot,  then  bid  50  cents 
for  each  piece.  When  two  bids  on  the  lot  are  the  same,  the  first  received 
gets  the  lot.  Where  the  number  of  pieces  in  a  lot  is  not  given  after  the 
description  there  is  but  one  piece  in  the  lot.  Be  sure  you  bid  on  lot  you 
wish  to  buy.  We  cannot  correct  such  errors.

Personal  checks 
from  out  of  town  are  subject  to  10c  exchange,  and  this  amount  will  be  de¬ 
ducted  from  such  remittances.
